Washington, .\pril 3.— Itepresentatita 
Turner, of New York, Tuesday intro- 
duced in the house a ptaaaUe and joint 

resolution for the better protection of 
human life on the Atlantic ocean. The 
preamble to the resolution calls at* 
tention to the recent accident to the City 
of Paris, which jeopaidiaed the lives of 
more than 1,000 persons and made it ap- 
parent that some measures should pa 
taken looking to the better protection ot 
human life and property on the ocean 
highwavs; says the rivalry between 
competing lines of steamships is so keen 
that consideratinnB of safety and even of 
humanity are often lost sight of in the 
efforts to reduce the time occupied in 
transit acroes the Atlantic; declares that 
the laws of certain foreign countries 
gov erning vessels carrying mails compel 
tlietn to make all poMible speed, 
having regard solely for the ocmsid- 
eration of binding the mails so car- 
ried at the earliest possible moment, and 
tbe temptation to the commandaiaof 
such vessels are very great to sacrifloe 
all considerationeof convenience, safetTf 
and even ot humanity, to that of speed; 
holds that better protection to human 
life and property can be afforded by a 
system of ocean patrol than by any 
other mc.ins. and that any such svstem 
of ocean patrol must necessarily be 
maintained by nations rather than bv 
private enterprise. oM'ing to the magni- 
tude of the undertaking and the ex- 
{M-nse necet<sary to the maintenance of 
an oificiai service; and that the co- 
operation of the several nations chieflv 
interested in Uie trans- Atlantic travel m 
nei essary to the establishment and main- 
tenance of an ocean patrol service, and 
filially concludes as fmlows:

JSeKtor iifVii$ BuOiHn—l hw not one 
dollar's worth of property of tnjr descrip- 
tion in Mityaville or in Mason County ; I 
MB Mffltwl in no oommercinl busineM 
of any sort whatevor; and have never 
bailt nor caused to b« bailt any edifice 
in Maysville, whether grand or humble. 
Tliertfore, I belong precisely to that class 
of Mnyavllle people, which, according to 
recent and highly edifyini; delirerances, 
ongbk not to have any part in the elec- 
tioB of dty oAom ; in whom any oriti- 
dim upon the action of wealthy and 
ditrtiagoialied meaabers of the City Coun- 
cil is not only impudent, but aomething 
Ttry near akin to hiaRpheniy; and who 
haTO no right to entertain, much less to 
wpreaa, any opinion wbatoTor sboat any 
question of public concern whatsoever— 
unless, indeed, it be to join in the 
hallelniabs and hozannas which sound 
tke praises and laud the statesmanship ol 
bankers, bond holders, manntacturers, 
wliiaky eellers ami ci^i^r makers. These 
are hedged 'round with a peculiar diit- 
nity that ;renders the chanting to their 
glory an aft of p;itri'>ti3in tli.it c\a lie in- 
dulged iu at all times, in all places, with 
an unlimited wealth of adjectirss, by 
the hiiinlilest anii poorest citiseo, with- 
out odeuae. Nevertheless, while freely 
admitting my separation from the priviU 
eged classes, I venture to af-k epuce in 
the Bn i KTis for a few remarks, which 
the wise as welt as the foolish can " take 
for what they are worth," just as tbe tes- 
timony of a darkey is received in a police 
court. 

The papers in Maysrilte, or son^e of 
tbem, have bad a great deal to say about 

" free turnpikes," and recently some of 
them have urgently insisted on the 
pasBSgs of Isws by tbe Legislature for the 
"reduction of tolls " This would all be 
praiseworthy if it was susceptible of ac- 
oomplishment But, is it ? And, if it is, 
how 7 I have not one cent's worth tit 
interest in any turnpike road entering 
into Maysrille, and I havs bsd no oon- 
fereuce or conversation with any one 
who has. I would like to shc every turn- 
pilce road in the county a free ro<td, if 
any plan could be adopted fur keeping 
tbem in good repair as free roads; and, if 
that cannot be secured, I would hail 
with satisfaction • redaction of tbe tolls. 
Still there are one or two other matters 
worlhy of onsideration, — in njy humble 
opinion. It has been authoritive y de- 
cided by the Ooart of Appeals of Ken- 
tucky, over and OVWr Sgain, that in all 
cases where the Slats had granted a char- 
ter, franehlss or privilsgs, on tbs fslth of 
which monny hail been invested and un 
der which a vested right had thus accru- 
cd, when no power to amend, alter, 
abridge or abrogate the charter, frauchise 
or priTilege thus granted had been re- 
MTTSd to tha State in tbe law so granting 
11, nor la any gsnaral statnts of prior 
data 'that in all aoeh casss tha condi- 
tions nf tbe ohartar, ate., become a con- 
tract batwssB tha State aiid tbs corpora- 
tions and indlTidwals inTsstiag their 
money therein, which the Htate hati no 
power to sat aside, amend, nor impair 
the Taiaa tbaraof. A decision to this 
•Act wAit reu'tered in the Klieiby College 
Ii0tts< y case the general immoral characta - 
of which wssonivs sally admittsd; but tbs 
COOrt held that its iniquitous charai ter 
did not impair the rights of those who 
had inveeted their money on the pledged 
faith of its ch trter, and interposed its 
▼eto upon the legislation which repealed 
its charter. The attention of tbe Legisla- 
ture being called to tbia correct principle 
of law was the occasion of the passage of 
tbe law of 1866, reserving this power of 
ameadm^nt and repeal to tbe State in all 
charters thereafter grsnt^d. Tbe same 
principle has been appli»i<l by the court 
in numerous iostancua in which the 
ri^ts of baBka» railfoads, tampikss, and 

other corporatlOlM have heen afTi cted by 
Isgislution, which tbe court has, in all 
sach cases, dsolarad invalid. Where the 
Legislature baa attempted to give the 
State a vote for every share of stock held 
by the Suts, instead of a vote tor every 
aeveo shares, as providsd in tbe original 
charters, the acta have been declared in- 
valid in evttry case in which theconstitu- 
tionaliiy of the sots baa bsea contested. 
Tbe ssme decision has been given in all 
cases in which the right of the f^egisla- 
ture to reduce tolls on roads the charters 
of which were granted prior to 1866 has 
been tested. And tbe same rcnnlt Mill 
follow any legislation of a similar nature 
which Biay be enacted by this or any 
fotore Oeoeval Aesemhly ; tlie act will 
not be law, beeaose inconsistent with the 
organic and supreme law, the Constitu- 
tion. It will be operative only so far as 
the old companiee choose to accept it, and 
no further. 

The charters of the Maysville and Lex- 
ington, Maysville and Mt Sterling, Mays- 
ville and Bracken, and Maysville and Mt 
Oarmel tampllte road companies were 



all Krante<{ prior to 1866. No power to 
amt-nil or ri peal was renerved in ther^e 
charters, which thus became cootracto 
with the State, and cottstitote the only 
law which can he mede applicable to 
them, except such as the companies 
choose to sooept. All sets nnderlaking 
to regulate or reduce the tolls of these 
roads are and will he invalid. Then 
what is the use or sense of enacting 
tbem T Tbey merely occupy the time of 
the Qeneral Assembly, comber tbe 
ststnte book, end sre of no effect what- 
ever, noless as tbsy may eervs to give an 
op)>ortunity to dtshonest Iswyers to in 
duce their clients to venture into litiga 
tion in which they will be sore to be de 
tested. I know that the ceadlthm of 
things when those charters were granted 
was altofether dilferent from the ex- 
isting sarronndinfs ; bat the change 
does not affect the terms of tboae char 
ters, nor the rights of their stockholders. 
I know that very little of the stock is 
held by original subscribers; bat that 
doee not affect the rights of those who st 
present hold the stoirk. I know that tbe 
stock is now generally owned by epecala' 
tors, who booght it for a song and gather 
very large iiiiereHt upon their invest 
meut in the shape of dividends; but 
that does not impair their legal rights, 
and it only makes the task of attain 
ing any satisfactory results by negotiating 
with them tbe more difflcolt. I know 
thif the present rates of toll are eKorbitant 
and ttiat tbe oppressive tux upon trade is 
bundensome to tbe farmer and injurious 
to the commerce of tbe city; but 
how are we to release ourselves from their 
grasp? It is extremely improbable that 
those who own the stock would sell it 
for any sum, the interest on which at 
current rates would represent a fair in- 
come from tolls. Because, in addition to 
these profits, they would demand a con- 
sideration in lieu of salaries, deposits, 
etc. Those who think they would deal 
geoeroasly with tbe pnblic in a negotia- 
tion looking to the purchase of the roads, 
have a much higher opinion of tlieoi than 
I have. In short, the roada can 
not be bought and madefree for any sum 
at all commensurate with the advantage 
to be obtained ; and the property of the 
citizen can not be confiscated. This is not 
an encouraging outlook, but tbe fault is 
that of the situation and not mine. "You 
no likee, you no takee." T. M. 6.

6.000. 

fti the municipal contest at Racine, 
W is., the same day they elected every man 
but one on the city ticket, and five out 
of seven Aldermen. Weber, Democrat, 
lor Mayor, waa elected by 720 majority 
The Democrata also elected Mayora at 
Madison snd Kenosha. 

At Chicago, the same day they made a 
clean sweep of all the oftices in the three 
principal township elections. The major- 
ities vsry from 200 to 4,S00. Tbe out- 
going South Town ofTiceholders are all 
Republicans, and the North Town tbe 
same, with one exception. The West 
Town officials were Democratic, and that 
party continues in control. In the an- 
nexed towns the Bepnblicans maintain 
their lead by a narrow margin. Besides 
this Democrats control the new Board of 
Aldermen of Cliicago, that body now 
standing thirty-four Democrata, thirty- 
one Republicans, two Independent Dem- 
ocrats and one Independent Republican.
